leading-article to this subject and ventured to assert that there were more 
than one of our clergy whose learning fully entitled them to the qualifying 
certificate and title. We do not suppose that our remarks suggested to Mr. 
Singer the advisability of setting so good an example ; but we we'come his 
success as the clearest possible proof that our anticipations were accurately 
grounded. There is, we repeat, no reason why Jewish minis‘ers in England 
should form a lower caste than their colleagues on the continent. It is 
equally certain that no large congregation in this country should be left 
without a duly qualified Rabbi. The authorities of Jews’ College must prove 
themselves equal to the new state of things. But whatever the final out- 
come, Mr. Singer has deserved well of the community by an act which, 
though it was not needed to enhance his own high reputation, yet lays the 
foundation of a new revival in the status of our Jewish ministry. 


— 


Herr Weiss, from whom Mr. Singer's certificate emanates, is a renowned 
veteran in the service of Jewish learning. Occupying the official post of 
“Rabbiner und Lector an der Jiid.-theologischen Anstalt Bet-hamidrash” in 
Vienna, he has produced a number of works on Talmudic and historical sub- 
jects, that have placed him in the foremost rank of scholars. His chief work 
is the ‘* History of the Jewish tradition” in four volumes, a fifth being 
expected to complete the whole. As in most of this learned author's books, 
the language chosen for conveying his thoughts is Hebrew. Herr Weiss is 
the elitor and annotator of some of the most ancient Midrashim, the 
the Mechiltoh ; he has written notes to the in the 
excellent Vienna edition of the Talmud, and is the author of a very useful 
“Grammar of the Mishnah.” This list, however, by no means exhausts the 
catalogue of his contributions to Jewish literature. Besides writing the 
Weiss has edited several Important periodicals devoted to Rabbinical 
subjects, and has published many scattered essays in various journals. One 
of these recently appeared in the Jemish (Juart rly Review, and afterwards 
in Hebrew in the Hiaasif. Lector Weiss is also the author of many Responsa 
(%') which were given to scholars in different parts of the world; these 
are still unprinted, Thus it will be seen that Mr. Singer has the dis- 
tinction of having gained his diploma from one of the most renowned Jewish 
scnolars of modern times, 


The death of Cardinal Newman removes from the religious world one 
of the most remarkable figures of the century. What his real intlaence 
might finally have been to England, had he remained within the pale of its 
national Church, none can tell ; that it would have proved of vast conse- 
quence is perfectly certain. As it was, Newman's later career developed by 
logical consistency the tendency towards Romanism shared by the High 
Church Party. It is from this po‘nt of view that his. action in seceding to 
Rome has direct importance for Jews, beyond the natural interest felt by the 
adheren's of every religion in the life and work of so noble a champion of 
conscientious cbedience to the dictates of what he regarded as the truth. For 
Judaism, too, has been undergoing the same struggle between Tradition—as 
represented by Rome in the Christian Church— and the Re‘orm ideas 
on the basis of the individual conscience—corresponding to the LDrotestant 
regeneration in Christianity. What Newman dreamed of and hoped for in his 
earlier years was the discovery of the via media that should reconcile these 
extremes and build up on traditional ground an edifice composed of materiais 
newly-hewn from the quarry of the human heart, Just when the admiring 
world believed that he had found the long-looked-for path, logical consis- 
tency stepped in to render compromise hateful to his soul. And yet for 
Judaism at least, salvation must be sought in the direction rejected by 
Newman as leading nowhere. Newman himself is an enduring influence 
for good. The age of heroes has not passed away, and great 
minds still plan great deeds which shall move men to doright. * Be thou a 
man,” said our sages ; and if Judaism has of late years stagnated somewhat, 
this has been in some measure because of the want of men of the stamp of the 
bigh-souled Cardinal who has just passed away. 


Such a type as that of Cardinal Newman is found again and again in 
the history of the Jewish people. Perhaps the parallel of John Henry New- 
man in Jewish history wou!d be the life and character of Jehudah Halevy 
more than of any other. Indeed there is a striking similarity in a certain 
loftiness of tone and spiritual self-forgetfulness which we find in their 
writings. ‘ Lead, Kindly Light!” breathes throughout the same sense 0! 
unfailing confidence in Divine help which may be read in that splendid com- 
position of Jehudah Halevy commencing with the words * O Lord, all my 
desire is before Thee, although my lips utter it not. Lf L withdraw from Thee 
my life is death, bat whilst I cling to Thee my death is life.” There is the 
same note of resignation to be found expressed in metre in that famous 
line of Newman’s hymn ** Keep Thou my feet ; I do not ask to see The dis- 
tant shore ; one step’s enough for me.” It is rare indeed in the present 
generation of Englishmen, surrounded as we are by all the iniluences of 
political sagacity and mundane enterprise, to meet with lives which can be 
likened to the “ Fathers ” of the church and the “ sages ” of the synagogue. 
But such a one was undoubtedly seen in the person of the deceased scho'ar 
and divine, who it may interest our readers to know had as a playmate in his 
young days, Benjamin Disraeli, afterwards Earl of Beaconstield.

evening throughout Elul. Asa make- weight, on the other hand, the Ashken- 
azim have not adopted the custom of reciting Ne/ichoth during the month, 
while the Sephardim have nearly an hour's preliminary prayer before the 
ordinary morning service, and a smaller interpolation in the evening on every 
day of Elul. Many fanciful reasons, based on acrostic considerations, are 
given for the blowing of the Shofar, but surely the custom is simplicity itself. 
The Shofar is the most striking characteristic of the New Year ritual, and to 
anticipate this feature during Elul seems natural enough. We should like to 
take this early opportunity of again strongly reminding those responsible for the 
decorous conduct of our synagogue worship that on them lies the imperative 
duty of assuring themselves of the thorough competence of every ypn >y3 
appointed for the ensuing festival. To our annual regret, our warnings on this 
head are more or less disregarded, with the result that a ceremony which should 
be in the highest: degree impressive more often than not becomes a per- 
formance provocative of derision. In the interest again of decorousness we 
trust that no obstacle will be placed in the way of those congregations that 
desire to discard the final ‘thirty sounds.” which have been added to the 
New Year's service. The Minkag is not universally accepted, and Joseph 
Karo did not include it in the code of the Shulchan Aruch. 


We are glad to note a paragraph that appeared in our contemporary, 
the Pall Mall Gazette of Friday last, which stated that the German Em- 
peror is most desirous of doing something to improve the condition of the 
Jews of Posen, and moreover that His Imperial Majesty is earnestly opposed 
to the persecution of the Jews everywhere. The paragraph mentioned that 
the German Judenhetze had never received any countenance from the Em- 
peror. His Majesty has never allowed Herr Stocker to preach before him, 
and is resolved to wield his royal influence against all attempts to injure his 
Jewish subjects. Intolerance of every kind, the Pall Mall Gazette is informed, 
is very distasteful to His Imperial Majesty. Everybody is aware that the 


Russian persecutions of 1881-82 received no small degree of impetus 
from Germany, and the anti-Semitic movement in that country was 
at its keight about that time. This fact was forcibly recognised 


in the famous protest which went forth from the University of Oxford ; 
distinct allusion being made therein to Giermany. Many of the speeches, too, 
at the great Mansion House meeting bore evidence that the speakers wore 
fully sensible of the pernicious effects upon Russia of what was going on m 
(iermany. We therefore hail with satisfaction any tidings which might be 
relied upon as showing that the intlaence of our highly-educated allies, the 
(rerman nation, is averse to the spirit of intolerance. At this juncture their 
influence, especially if emanating from the Imperial master, is undoubtedly of 
much value; and we fervently express the hope that the information con- 
veyed by our contemporary is well authenticated. 


In an interesting speech the Earl of Harrowby moved on Friday after- 
noon in the House of Lords for a return of the official report of the Inter- 
national Congress held in Paris during the late Exhibition, on the subject of 
the seventh-day rest. As the noble Lord pointed out, the fact of the French 
Government having assembled such a Congress was all the more significant 
seeing that a hundred years previously another Republican Government in 
France had abolished the hebdomadai day of rest, and established a tenth-day 
Sabbath. Since the Paris Congress was held the necessity of a weekly day of 
rest has received increased recognition in Europe. The Berlin Labour Con- 
ference affirmed its desirability, and a perception of its necessity is rapidly 
spreading among the working-classes in the chief centres of civilisation. - It 
is being seen more clearly every day that not only does a man work all the 
better if he enjoys periods of rest at regular intervals, but that he ought to 
have one day in the seven in which to enjoy the happiness of family life, and 
secure opportunities for some sort of culture. We Jews are profoundly in- 
terested in this characteristic movement of the age, seeing that the idea of a 
weekly day of rest was promulgated by the Law many centuries ago, and 
indeed may be said to have been borrowed by the civilised world from Judaism. 
No doubt the seventh-day Sabbath was not unknown to nations so ancient as 
the Assyrians. But the institution has been made known to the world, not 
by the cuneiform inscriptions but by the Decalogue. If Christianity adopted 
it, it was because it formed part and parcel of the parent system. Dr. Bloch 
acted rightly when he reminded the Austrian Reichsrath the other day of this 
great indebtedne-s of Christendom to the teachings of Judaism. 


Mr. W. Holman Hunt explains in the current number of the Con- 
temporary Iteriew his design for a mosaic which is to be placed in the 
chancel of Clifton College Chapel. The article is further illustrated by an 
engraving of the design. The subject of the composition is * Christ among 
the Doctors,” and the youthful Jesus is represented as carrying on a dispu- 
tation with a number of Rabbis assembled in a school within the precincts of 
the Temple. Some other children are sitting at the feet of the Rabbis. the 
idea being that they have come to study in view of the Barmitzvah “Tite.” 
There is no evidence, however, that‘ there was any putlic ceremony for 
inducting children into the * Jewish Church” in the Talmudic period ; nor is 
it likely that some half-a-dozen doctors would be needed to teach two or 
three bors. Mr. Holman Hunt has been as conscientiously painstaking in 
this composition as he is in all his work, He has striven to make every 
detail of the present design true from the historical, and every other point 
of view.

over, resolute action, And if this is not begun practically and promptly, our ey, 
pathies will be wasted. 4 . 

As your correspondent, Mr. Trachtenberg, justly observes, we must pla “c 
hope in diplomatic interference, nor, indeed, any reliance on outside pressure what. 
ever. The only alternative suggested then is emigration, and it remains + 
endeavour to surmount the difficulty ourselves by this method. Emigration yi 
prove to be the panacea for the complaint, and we must therefore prescribe it 
accordingly. 

Various suggestions last week were made in reference to this. But the gen fal 
dseire and impression was that our brethren should emigrate to the Holy Land. 
Here, sir, 1 beg to join issue with you, and trust that sentiment may not blind 
tu play too great a part ; but that common sense may also have a voice in 
matter, Emigration to Palestine is at present not feasible, for in the first pia 
the Porte is against having any Russian Jewish emigrants in ‘Palestine, especial! 
en masse, as a report of the Anglo-Jewish Association distinctly testifies, An! 
in the second place, Palestine is not a desirable nor advisable country in which | 
make experiments in colonisation, especially with the kind of people just taken 
of a state of slavery and (without. disparaging them) semi-barbarism they ar 
now in. If we dlesire to permanently benefit those we assist to leave their ipok vy 
fora country, it must be some place where they are not considered as inter! pers. 
And the most important point is, they must be under the protection of a friendly 
governinent. 

For this purpose then I think it will be generally agreed that Canada (th: 
provinces of Ontario, Manitoba, or the North-w: st territories. in which free grant: 
of land are given, and in which the climate is healthy) is very suitable. The 
provinces are rich in minerals of every description not yet developed : the land is 
well watered an<d extremely fertile, and capable of producing cereals, fruits an! 
roots : the rivers are well stocked with fish, tuber plentiful, and cattle-raising 
and dairy-farming are profitable industries. Everything, in fact, suggests Canwls 
as an ideal land for colonization purposes, and the fare is also cheap. 

Ilow to get funds is, of course, the crucial question, yet I can conceive of 
nothing which to my mind is easier and simpler, if the will exists to get it. Le 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, in conjunction with other kindred societies and the

of bondage and affliction, will gladly respond to the utmost of their power, And 
do you think that our Christian friends and their Churches would stand ull | 
and leave the brunt to be borne by the Jews alone ' No, every true Christian, 
every humanitarian, would be up and doing, and if this takes place all over the 
world, who knows what the result may be? Let us set the ball rolling, it ts swe 
to gather moss.

By a peculiar coincidence, in the year when Spain expelled the Jews, America 
was discovered, In 1890, just when Sir Julian Goldsmid acquainted the world 
with the Russian atrocities, a man was moving heaven and earth to make us

THE PROPOSED MANSION HOUSE MEETING. 


We are authorised to state that the Lord Mayor, having thought it desirable to 
make inquiries in the highest quarters on the subject,has reason to believe that the 
dict, which it was feared would be put into operation next month, will not be 
promulgated, In these circumstances his Lordship has decided for the moment 
not to convene the public meeting of the citizens at the Mansion Ilouse, which the 
Arehbiehop of Canterbury, the Baroness Burdett Coutts, and other persons of dis- 
tinction had signified their desire to attend and in respect of which an influential 
réquisition from persons of all sects and creeds, and of all shades of political 
opinion, Was in course of preparation. 


THE PROJECTED REPRESSIVE MEASURES. 


We have had an opportunity of seeing the Project of the Russian Gov- 
ernment for the provisional regulation of the conditions under which Jews may 
hold landed property and reside in rural districts. The regulation is intended to 
modify laws previously in force with regard to both cases. There 1s no ambiguity 
th the clauses dealing with the limitations on rights of property and domicile ; in 
plain lanenage they tell usof the harsh treatment to be meted out to Jews, even 
in sone instances where exceptions are made in favour of certain classes, The 
following Is amore complete summary of the regulations than that which we 
were enabled to pablish in our last issue. 

The regulation as to property consists of four ¢ 
In rural districts thi ich ut the whole length and breadth of the country no Jew 
can acquire landed property, under any condition whatever: he can neither 
hold it a4 owaer, mortgagee, nor on lease, neither directly or through others, nor 

: ulminister such estates on behalf of other persons, Mer- 
wild are however, exempted from this prohibition, but then 
only for the purpose of erecting factories or industrial establishments generally. 
They must, however, obtain the sanction of the Ministers of the Interior and of 
Pinance, and bearing in mind what is known of the procedure of the Russian 
Inretucracy, it is unne essary to point out what is the meaning and often the 
of sucha iti th. The project defines the eXtent of the land that may he 
equ red, and which inthe ten Governments of the Vistula ( Poland) may not exceed 
2Wacres. Under the second clause Jews may only retain their holdings as long as 
they possess the right of tixed residence in the locality where the land is situated. 
Tie rty may however be transferre l. but exclusively to relicts and heirs in 
the direct line of succession, Provision is made for the sale of the property, 
Within a period of two years dating from the acquisition of the right of ow nership, 
and for the proceedings to be adopted after the expiration of this term, when the 
property would be sold by the public authorities, the expenses being deducted 
from the ammount remitted to the heirs. So far the project deals with property in 
rural districts. It next roes on to state that in towns, boroughs and suburbs. 
iumovabl+ property may be held or administered by Jews who have the right of 
fixed domicile in places where the land is situated. But the privilege is forfeited 
under the same condition which affects the ownership of land outside towns 
viz., loss of right of residence. The. penalty for any violation or 
evasion of the foregoing regulations is imprisonment from four to eight months, 
and of course the annulment of allilleeal transactions. 

Still more vexatious are the rules affecting the residence of Jews. Should 
they W ish to seek new homes other than in towns, boroughs and suburbs. they are 
tukd that th Hot lerve the places where they reside, This prohibition 
app.ies also to land granted to agriculturists if situated within the limits just 
enumerated, Two classes of Jews are, hy Wever, excepted from this prohibition,

‘There is a note to this Clause: 2. which 
Appears entirely supertlu It lays dow that Jews may not hold any 
othees in the administration of country districts. Another Clause defines the 
composition of a family for purposes of rights of residence, and Clause 4 
declares that males who have attamed their majority, or are married, are no 
longer to be regarded as members of the family. Thus they become 
incapable of establishing themselves) in business: in the places where 
their father has acquired an exceptional position. The next Clause affords 
the widest Opp rtunity to local anthorities outside towns and suburbs 
for harassing Jews, €8 it empowers them to expel Jews whose stay is 
considered injuriens. In this case the sins of the fathers. real or 
imaginary, ae visited upon the children, for the expulsion of the head entails 
that of the entire family. Further opportunities for vexatious proceedings are 
given in the succecding Clauses, which lay down that the residence of Jews in 
rural district: can alone be effected by their being in possession of passports 
vised by the local authorities, and that they are to be subjected to a special tax 
for the benetit of the district, in lieu of the taxes payable by every inhabitant 
on his dwe'line. This special tax is however not to be levied on Jews residing 
in the ten Governments of the Vistula. In order to enable them to carry ont 
certain operations Jews may (under Clause 8) acquire temporary righ*s 
of resilence, the action of the local authorities under such circumstances 
to be setled by the Minister of the Interior, Any Jew taking tp his abode in 
rural districts without official authorisation will be sent back to the place where 
he is Inscribed as a resident, and he renders himself liable to arrest for a terin 
ranging from three weeks to as many months, or to imprisonment for from two to 
four months. There is a saving clause at the end of the project which declares 
that the preceding nine articles (relative to rights of r sidence) do not affect Jews 
who have completed their studies in a superior school, and merchants of the First 
Guild so long as they remain such. Both these classes, with their fam lies 
may reside in any and every part of the State. The restrictions further do not 
apply to those existing Jewish colonies which are employed in agricultural pursuits 
Appended tu the projects are a series of instructions detining by Whom and the 
manner in which lists of families are to be drawn up and the authorities wit!

The Daily Graphic of Taesday inserted an article occupying two columns. from 
Sir Julian Goldsmid, as Chairman of the Mansion House Funa for the Relief of 
Rovian Jews, Sir Julian gives a concise sket-hof the condition of the Jews in 
Russia during the last century, and particularly within the last decade. He sum- 
marises the a'sabilities imposed on Jews in different waiks of life, with which our 
readers are already familiar, and he goes on to remark: It is said in the official 
replies communicated t> the House of Commons, and to the American Minister in 
st. Petersburg, who, it is reported, has now protested against the treatment of the 
Jews, as his predecessor did in 1551, that it is not proposed to make new regula- 
tions. Asa matter of fact many of the regulations are nos new. They were pro- 
duced in May, 1882, by Ignatieff ; but some of them were gs» terribly severe that 
they were allowed to lie dormant, and now it is those regulations which are to be 
enforced, Still there are others which are new. It is needless to say that con- 
current testimony, from independent sources, hrs reached us in London, which 
envinces us that the condition of the Jews is now far worse than 
it was a few yeara ago, that the active oppression is far more 
severe, and that the persecution of the pcople has led to an amount of mis ry which 
can hardly be deseribed. Of course the Jews of France, of the United States. and 
England, have done their best since 1832 to assist those whose difficulties came 
ioder their notice ; but how can they assist five millions of people! Baron Hirsch 
made an attempt to do so by offering to endow education. That attempt was 
rudercd void by the action of the Russian Government, who, instead of ass sting 

improve their poor Jewish eubjects, have done what lay in their 
power to make education for them impossible. We must all carnestly 
hope that the telegram is correct which was published the other 
day in the Standard, that “thera is no truth in the announcement of new 
edicts against the Jews,” Let us hope, I say, that Western public opiuion has pro- 
duced this salutary result, and caused the Russian Government to relax the bitter 
persecution of a people known to be obedient and law-abiding. Let us hop: that 
the principle of 1786, to which I referred at the commencement of this article 
(' Every one, irrespective of creed shell enjoy under the laws all the advantages 
and privileges of his rank”) may yet again prevail in Imperial Rassia. 


Mr. Benjamin L Cohen published a letter in Fridsy's commenting 
on the telegram from its correspondeut inserted ia its issue of the previous day. 
Mr. Cohen observes: I have reason to know that it is a little too sweeping to 
afirm that “ there is no truth in the announcement of new edicta directed against 
the Jews in this country,”’ but the state of consternation in which my unfortunate 
bretiren in Russia find themselves proceeds far less from these new edicts than 
from the edicts which have been issued putting iato operation the “ May laws” 
promulza’ed in 1882, but which from then till now have never been enforced. I 
bave received myself letters from influential personages in Russia, describing the 

vouncless suffering and misery which will be endured by hundreds of thousands 
from the day the above measures are put into operation,” and I am convinced that, 
as my correspondents write, nothing can save my unhappy brethren except the 
powerful remoustrance of the civilised Governments of Europe, supported. and if 
need be urged, on by the public opinion of the respective nations themselv.s. 
Uogland is again, as ever, in the van when the cause of suffering humanity is at 
fluke, When the lives of four millions of human beings are involved economical 
jeestions Ought to be, as the Prime Minister stated, postponed till they actually 
arise. Nevertheless, they are not without their importance. It is true that in

The Figaro in an article signed “Jacques St. Cére,’ says : It is probable that 
before long meaus will be found for attenaating the measures adopted by the 
Russian Government. Let us hope eo for the honour of humanity. When expeditions 
are undertaken to rescue from slavery necroes who ask only to remain slaves, cannot 
a few Notes be written in favour of Jewa who wish to remain free? Such a coura> 
would compromise no one.- And yet if the Notes should change nothing, they will 
perhaps have contributed to preserve to Europe that renown for humanity of which 
it is +o proud—when it is a question of annexing territories in Africaorin Asia.

PANSLAVISM AND PERSECUTION,

conspiracy, it was eminently desirab'e that the true source of the information 
which had been circulated should be divulged. In making known to the 
world that the news emanated from the Trustees of the Mansion House Fund 
—men whose responsibility and discretion are above all question—Sir Jonian 
Go.psip has effectually dissipated the suspicions which the Russian denials 
excited. Another merit of the article is its historical treatment of 
the question to which it relates. It is impossible to understand thoroughly 
the Russo-Jewish problem except by a study of its history. Muscovite 
apologists frequently endeavour to justify the exceptional laws imposed upon 
the Jews by describing them as izolated attempts to solve social problems 
created by pecularities of Hebrew character and enterprise. The truth is, 
however, that they have little or no connection with these fanciful problems. 
Their causes lie deep in Russian history, and their growth has been deter- 
mined by the rise of a movement which in no way. owes its origin 
to the Jewish Question. The causes of the Russo-Jewish problem 
may be summed up in a parody of Rasrait’s famous maxim Le 
Panslavisme! Voila UVennemi! Judged by the standard of Western 
European progress, or in the light of the Russian statute book, the 
present position of the Jews of Muscovy is full of mystery. Sir Jcrtay 
Gotpsmip has pointed out that, over a hundred years ago, the Empress 
CatneRixg declared that the Jews should be equal before the law ; and, 
according to all historical experience, this liberal principle shou'd have ex- 
tended with the growing culture of the people. Such, however, has not been 
the case. Although Russia now ranks in the forefront of civilisation, we 
have witnessed during the last ten years a phenomenal plunge into mediavalism 
by both the Government and the people. To point to Jewish vice as the 
cause of this outbreak is absurd: because, in the first place, the alleged ex- 
perience of the Russian Goverament is not borne out by that of 
other states which have also large Jewish populations to deal with, and, 
besides, the persecution has not been limited to the unhappy Hebrews. When 
however, we compare this persecution and its chronology with the aims and 
history of the Panslavonic movement, now dominant in Russias, the whole 
mystery is solved. 

It is, of course, not pretended that the Panslavists - originated 
Jewish persecutions in Russia. There were Haways in the Empire of the 
Czar before Icnatierr, but the springs of their conduct were different. The 
early expulsions from Russia were due in part to the prejudices of the age 
and, in part, to the daring proselytising campaigns on which the Jews 
entered in the fifteenth century. In Poland they lived happily until the 
rise of the Jesuits under Sternen Batuony, and their history followed very 
much the same lines as that of their brethren in other parts of Europe, antil the 
partition of Poland made them share in the unhappy Jot of their Gentile fellow- 
countrymen. With their restoration to Russian suzerainty, however, they 
were also restored to the influence of the orthodox Greek Church: and, be- 
tween the determination of the Holy Synod to preserve Russia proper against 
their heretical intluence, and the stern policy of Russification applied by the 
secular arm to the whole of Poland, arose the various oppressions of which 
they had tocompl@in until the death of the Czar Nicno.as. A happier-era 
dawned for them and for Russia generally with the accession tu the throne 
of the late Emreron Avexaxper II., who not only emancipated the serfs 
but appreciably mitigated the special laws oppressing the Jews, and relaxed 
the limitations of residence on conditions generally favourable to Jewish 
progress. The liberal tendencies of the Czar had, however, one unfortunate 
effect. They gave new strength and’ I’anslavonie shape to the Slavophil 
sentiment which had first declared itself as a Chauvinist reaction against the 
innovations of Prerer the Great and the Gallomania of Catuerine IT. 
Panslavism originally wasa mere religio-political aspiration, andits first organi- 
sation took a form very similar to that of our own Anglo-Jewish Association. 
Finding it impossible to impress its exclusive and intolerant doctrines on 
Goverment circles at home, it devoted itself to succouring oppressed Slavs in 
other countries and founding schoo's for them. By the new racial ties thus 
acquired the philanthropic Slavophils developed into political Panslavists, 
and, under the patronage of the then Czanewircn—aow Acexanver ILL— 
rapidly increased their hold on Russian public opinion, With the accession 
of the new Czar the triumph of Panslavism was secured, and the prineiple 
of “ One Czar, one Church, one People and one Language” became the 
acknowledged basis of Russian internal and external policy. 


The workings of this principle are marked in tears and blood. An era 
of tyranny and fanaticism has been inaugurated, which is more terrible than 
its counterparts in medieval history because it is managed by men of 
intelligence whose ideas of Government, however mistaken, are founded on a 
passionate patriotism and a sophistical philosophy, and who have at their 
command the exquisite administrative appliances of an otherwise enlightened 
age. The Panslavists not only believe that the Greek Church is the unde- 
filed depository of Christian orthodoxy but they openly proclaim that the 


right of private judgment is the arch-enemy of domestic peace, Hence the 
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persecutions of the Jews, the Protestants, and the Catholics, which have 
marked the last decade. The best illustration, perhaps, of the working 
f Pans'avism is afforded by the fact that the darkest period in the last ten 
years was when General Iexarierr, the President of the 
held the portfolio of Minister of the Interior.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The loyalty of the Jews in the territories ruled over by the Emperor Francis 
Joseph found expression on the recent marriage of his daughter, the Archduchess 
Valerie, the patroness of the little Jewish musician, Poldi Spielman, In every part of 
his Majesty's dominions special services were held in the synagogues,and numerous 
gifts were made to charitable and educational institutions. One gift, of 10,0000 
florins, was made by Baron Koénigswarter for non-denominational purposes in 
Vienna, 

EGYPT. 

The Egyptian Government, says a Reuter’s Telegram, has granted a pension 
to Blum Pacha, on his retirement from the post of Under Secretary of State for 
the Department of Finance, in recognition of his valuable services. The grant 
is a special mark of favour, as according to the regulations Blum Pacha is not 
entitled to apension. Blum Pacha’s brother is Manager of the Laenderbank in 
Vienna, so that these two men will direct the fortunes of the two leading financial 
institutions of Austria. Blum Pasha has. been appointed Knight Commander of 
St. Michael and St. George. 

FRANCE, 

A cleverly written article, by Louis Ganderax, appeared in the Ganlois of 
Sunday last. It is entitled “Les Neveux de Shylock,” and is addressed to “ M. 
Paul Ollendorff, Juif et Marchand de Paris.”. The article occupies nearly four 
columns, and is directed against the anti-Semites in Germany and Russia. The 
writer makes telling use of the fact that France sent Jews as representatives to 
recent Congresses in both those countries, and he remarks that the Republie has 
no intention, either officially or officionsly, of being represented at the suggested 
anti-Nemitic Congress. 


M. Albert Mendez, First Chazan of the Portuguese Temple in Paris, has re- 
ceived the palms of Officer of the Academy. Two other Chazanim, MM, Beer 
and Durlacher, have received the same distinction in past years. 


M. Kosman, a_ native of Holland, has obtained the first prize for violin at 
the Conservatorium of Music in Paris. In an examination connected with 
another of the professions, that of laureates in the faculty of laws, the Rossi Prize 
of 4,000 francs was gained by M. Wahl. 


A Paris, correspondent, writing to us on Tuesday, says: Knowing how 
much everything concerning the Jews in France interests you, I venture to send 
you the following item of news, Last Saturday week M. Ulmann, the new 
President of the Congregation at Neuilly-sur-Seine, near this city, was 
installed into ofhce. M. Debré, the Rabbi, after an eloquent discourse, 
in which he spoke of the late President, M. Oulry, of his kindness, his 
ability and his devotion to the Synagogue of which he had been the 
founder, and after referring also to Madame Oulry, who had been™ his worthy 
helpmate, dwelt on the excellent choice which the congregation had made 
in the selection of M. Ulmann as successor to M. Oulry. M. Ulmann is a_ partner 
in the large commercial house in Paris, known by the name of “ La Grande 
Maison, apd has lately been elected Judge at the Tribunal of Commerce. Fearing 
that he might not be able to do justice to both posts, M. Ulmann contemplated 
resigning his judgeship, but he was prevailed upon not to take this course, 
as he is universally esteemed for his integrity and impartiality. Ile 
is a true philanthropist, the left hand not knowing what the mght hand gives, 
and he has a loyal co-worker in his estimable wife. The Rabbi concluded his 
address by congratulating both the congregation and their new lay head, and he 
then installed M. Ulinann in the presidential chair, ; | 


HOLLAND. 


The late Heer Marcus Gerrit Tabak, whose death we recently announced, has 
bequeathed the muniticent sum of two million florins to the institution founded 
by him a few years ago in Amsterdam for the maintenance of aged men and 
women. Ile has also made legacies, though of considerably smaller amounts, to 
other Jewish institutions in Amsterdam. 


ITALY. 


The well known Jewish member of Parliament, Signor Luzzatti, has earnestly 
taken in hand his mission to colonise the Italian possessions in Northern Africa. 
Count Pietro Antonelli, a noted traveller and diplomatist, has expressed the opinion 
that the question of colonisation is a difficult one, but that Franchetti is the man 
to solve it. 

PERSIA. 

A correspondent writes to the Jsraelit from Teheran that the most popular 
name in Persia among Jews, Christians and Mahomepans, is that of Sir Albert 
Sassoon. This enthusiasin is dne to the greater sé curity felt by persons Carry ing 
money about them since the establishment of the Lmperial Bank of Persia, of 


which Messrs. David Sassoon & Co, are the concessionaires, and the issuing of notes 
by that bank.
